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Records of the Foreign Agents Registration Section 
(FARS), Department of Justice, Washington, D. C, disclose 
that Alexander Svenchansky registered Package Express and 
Travel Agency, Incorporated, Brooklyn, New York, on 
February 24, 1958, as an agent of Intourist Limited, Moscow, 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. The purpose of the 
business was given as transmitting parcels to citizens of 
the Soviet Union. Svenchansky named Afton Tours, Incorporated, 
,1776 Brj^aAwjay^^e ^York y New York , as a branch of Package 
Express and Travel Agency . 

FARS records reveal further that Afton Tours was 
registered individually as an Intourist agent from May 1, 
1959, to December 24, 1960, when the registration was 
terminated by action of the FARS. Package Express and Travel 
Agency continues to be registered with the FARS. 

A source advised "during May, 1970, that Afton 
Tours, Incorporated, is still in operation from 1776 Broadway, 
New York, New York. The source said that most of the tours 
arranged by Afton Tours are for individuals or groups 
traveling to the Soviet Union and other East European countries, 
Source advjseo IHfir *some of the individuals who have traveled 
through v&'J?^ fbars have been identified publicly as members 
of the{ggz unist Party. The source added that some of the 
group tours handled by Afton Tours have been organized by 
groups recognized as communist front organizations. 

Alexander Svenchansky was linked with a Soviet 
espionage ring in testimony before the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee on November 2, 1953, by Harry Gold, confessed 
atomic spy.

He related the organization was first known as 
the Committee to Stop the Revival of Nazism and Anti-Semitism 
and originated as an "ad hoc" committee to sponsor a rally 
on January 26, I960, in New York City, to protest the rise of 
Nazism and anti-Semitism. It is now a continuing organization 
springing into action when the need arises. 

According to Sam Pevzner, the organization has been 
known also as the Committee to Stop the Revival of Nazism and 
Anti-Semitism, the Committee Against Nazism and Anti-Semitism 
and the Committee to Combat Nazism and Anti-Semitism.

D. C, states the Provisional Organizing Committee for a 
Marxist-Leninist Communist Party (POC) was formed in August, 
1958, by a number of dissatisfied Communist Party, United

According to the official newspaper of the'Black 
Panther Party (BPP), the BPP was started during December, 1966, 
in Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics, and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby G. Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are 
urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 
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The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, 
had an article by the then Minister of Education, George/ Murray . 
This article ended with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The 
only culture worth keeping is revolutionary culture. 
Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black 
power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere . 11 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had 
an article introduced with the following statement: "We will 
not dissent from American government. We will overthrow it. 11

David Billiard, in "The New York Times," issue of 
December 13, 1969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the 
very direct overthrow of the government by way of force and 
violence." 
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In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper 
had an article by Minister of Culture, Emory Douglas, as 
follows: 

"The only way to make this racist US government

.....are dead, and those that are left turn their 
weapons on their superiors, thereby passing 
revolutionary judgement against the number one 
enemy of all mankind, the racist U. S. government." 

The BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta 
Street, Oakland, California. Branches of the BPP, and 
Committees to Combat Fascism, under control of the BPP, have 
been established in various locations in the USA.

In April, 1966, DePugh, in his book, "Blueprint 
for Victory," wrote the MM organization was then divided 
into two bodies: the MM and the , Patriotic Party. One group, 
the MM, would be the resistance movement and the other, the 
Patriotic Party, would have the function to serve as the 
political arm of a complete patriotic resistance movement. 

Members of the MM organization, including 
Robert DePugh and his chief assistant, Walter P. Peyson, 
have been arrested in the past on charges of violations of 
the Federal Firearms Act, Bank Robbery-Conspiracy, Illegal 
Possession of Firearms and Conspiracy to Commit Arson. They 
have also engaged in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics, 
wherein machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms 
were employed.

UERTO RICAN INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENT) 

The Movimiento Pro-Independencia de Puerto Rico 
(MPIPR) was organized in November, 1959, at Ponce , Puer to_Rico . 
It has a current membership of about 700 - 800 persons with 
several thousand sympathizers. The MPIPR is organized in 
missions which are located in various towns throughout 
Puerto Rico. There are also members and sympathizers in 
the continental United States. The MPIPR National Headquarters 
is located at 1122 Ponce de Leon Avenue, Rio Piedras, 
Puerto Rico. 

At the time the MPIPR was organized, it indicated 
that it did not advocate violence but would accept members 
who did. Juan Mari Bras, the founder and dominant leader 
of the organization, in a speech in 1964, threatened violence 
comparable to that in Algeria, 1964, if Puerto Rico became a 
state within the United States. 

Mari Bras, in an editorial appearing in the 
March 15, 1970, issue of M Claridad, n the MPIPR newspaper, 
stated that "in Puerto Rico there is an incipient armed 
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struggle on the part of pro-independence individuals whol 
consider it their patriotic duty to conduct warfare against 
the empire which dominates us. We believe that every 
Puerto Rican has the right to make war against the invaders 
of our country. And war is mainly killing and dying." 

The press of Puerto Rico has reported that the 
MPIPR has held numerous public meetings and demonstrations 
at which they protested compulsory military service for 
Puerto Ricans and United States policy in Vietnam. The 
MPIPR has further urged the boycott of elections in 
Puerto Rico. 

On April 21, 1970, during the course of a 
program on WTSJ Television in San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
Mari Bras stated that the MPIPR has innumerable contacts 
with revolutionary organizations in South America, Canada, 
Cuba, Europe, Africa and Asia. Through 1969, the MPIPR 
had a permanent representative stationed in Havana, Cuba. 



MOVEMENT SPEAKERS BUREAU 

On August 14, 1969, a srource made available a 
two-page undated letter from the\Movement Speakers Bureau 
(MSB), 33 3, East 5th StreeA ^ewlYorJc^CUy>^^ich disclosed 
that the MSB was at that time being created to replace 
legitimate national speakers bureaus for booking "movement" 
speakers on college campuses for the financial >benef it of 
the "movement" In addition to providing a catalog of 
speakers, the MSB will also have an advisory board of well- 
known activists to help to introduce the Bureau to college 
agencies and other possible sources of speaking engagements. 

On October 17, 1969, George Demmerle, who was 
active in various New York-based radical groups during the \ 
period 1967 to November, 1969, advised that the MSB was 
organized by Abbie Hoffman. 

On February 18, 1970, Abbie Hoffman was found 
guilty in the United States District Court, Northern District 
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of Illinois, Chicago, Illinois, for violating the Federal 
Antiriot Law Statute for traveling in interstate commerce 
from outside the State of Illinois with intent to incite 
riots in Chicago, Illinois, during the Democratic National 
Convention in August, 1968. On February 20, 1970, he was 
sentenced to five years' imprisonment and fined $5,000. On 
February 28, 1970, the United States Court of Appeals, 
Seventh Circuit, Chicago, Illinois, ordered him released 
on $25,000 bond pending appeal of his conviction.

5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, which affords 
direction to numerous affiliate branches, commonly referred 
to as Muhammad's Temples or Mosques, located , throughout the 
United States* The leader is Elijah Muhammad, self-styled 
"Messenger of Allah" and the only divinely appointed leader 
of the black race in the United States, who controls all 
policies and programs* 

Muhammad's teachings stress Allah (God) selected 
him to lead the so-called Negro out of slavery in North 
America through establishment of an independent black nation 
in the United States; the white man is the "devil" and open 
enemy of the black man; black and white races must be 
separated; the white man, his Government and religion will 
be destroyed by Allah through the forces of nature in the 
'•War of Armageddon," a war between Allah and the "devil." 
Muhammad's teachings are spread through weekly radio 
broadcasts throughout the United States and through "Muhammad 
Speaks," the official NOI organ which is published weekly 
in Chicago and distributed to affiliate Mosques for use in 
weekly sermons and for distribution to the public* 

Muhammad and other NOI members have refused to 
comply with Selective Service Laws stating that they respect 
laws of the United States provided they do not conflict with 
NOI laws* They do not believe the Government should force 
them to participate in wars when they have nothing to gain*

A source advised during February, 1963, that on 
February 10, 1963, in ChicagOyJULOlnoijs, representatives of 
several nationality groups met and formed a Committee Against 
Nazi Criminals and Nazism in America, subsequently renamed 
the National Committee Against Nazi Criminals and Nazism in 
America. 
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The above committee was incorporated in the State 
of Illinois on January 25, 1965, as the National Committee 
to Combat Nazism in America (NCCNA). Its stated purposes 
were to expose the Nazi war criminals living, in the 
United States, to arouse the conscience of the American 
people that they shall never forget the millions of people 
of all nationalities who were killed in the Second World War 
by the Nazis, to try to keep America pure and preserve its 
great democratic traditions, and to try to repay in part what 
is owed to the men and women who gave their lives so that 
Nazism and its evil doings shall forever be ended. The name 
of the registered agent was Rabbi S. Burr Yampol. 

The above source advised on May 15, 1970, that 
Jack Kling, State Secretary of the Communist Party of Illinois, 
played a leading role in the formation of the NCCNA. 
Rabbi S. Burr Yampol, the long-time chairman of the committee, 
while anti-communist, was willing to accept aid from communists 
if it served his purposes. Rabbi Yampol died in Chicago 
during October, 1969. 

_^^**Gr£IIjsecond source advised on November 25, 1969, 
that! Jack Kling remarked during November, 1969, that the 
NCCNA was without any leadership as a result of the death 
of Rabbi Yampol. 

^4s*[rhe first source further advised on May 15, 1970, 
that} the NCCNA, which has been a nonmembership organization 
claiming to represent thousands of persons from various 
nationality groups, has had no official permanent headquarters 
in Chicago since approximately October, 1968. The goal of 
the NCCNA, which has been relatively inactive in Chicago 
since the death of Rabbi Yampol, continues to be mainly the 
locating and exposing of Nazi war criminals. The Communist 
Party of Illinois does not currently exert any significant 
influence or direction in the NCCNA, nor is the committee 
engaging in Chicago in any activities in furtherance of the 
objectives of the Communist Party.

House Committee on Un-American Activities. It stated the 
ECLC was established in 1951, and "although representing 
itself as a non-communist group, actually operates as a 
front for the Communist Party ." 

"The New York Times" issue of April I, 1968, 
contained an article indicating the ECLC was changing its 
name to the National Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
(NECLC) "to reflect our determination to develop a vital 
civil liberties organization in all 50 states as rapidly 
as possible." 

The March, 1970, issue of "Rights," a publication 
of the NECLC, lists the business address of the NECLC at 
25 East 26th Street, New York, New York. 




National lawyers guild

Lawyers Guild (NLG) as a communist front which is the 
foremost legal bulwark of the Communist Party.

On May 26, 1970, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (ANP-WUFENS) was organized by George Lincoln 
Rockwell at ArUngton, -JULrgini a, on February 26, 1956. It 
was based upon the concept of an international "National 
Socialist" movement, as espoused by the German Nazi Party, 
which was headed by Adolf Hitler. The ANP-WUFENS supports 
and follows the line of hatred against Negroes, Jews and 
communists through speeches, published literature, demonstrations 
and publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of seeking a 
legitimate dominant political party within the United States 
and in foreign countries. 
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"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this 
organization is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia-chartered organization. As of January 1, 1967, 
the official name of this organization was changed to 
"National Socialist White People's Party," according to 
Commander Rockwell. 

On August 25, 1967, George Lincoln Rockwell was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP headquarters 
building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern 
Virginia Sun," a daily newspaper published at Arlington, 
Virginia, stated that Matthias Koehl, Jr., took command 
of the Party after Rockwell's assassination. 
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ATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY 

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as the 
United White Party." According to the article, the party was 
formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at 
which many klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and 
individuals." 



The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," 
self -described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of 
the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) , reported that rank 
and-f ile "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under

and the Forest faction was composed of the followers of 
Rae Dwyer, also known as Freddie Forest. These two were 
the cofounders of the JFG. 

The JFG has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 

On April 20, 1965, another source advised that 
the Forest faction of the JFG is publicly known as the 
News and Letters Committees (NLC) . 

On April 6, 1970, this source advised there 
are active locals of NLC in Detroit, Los Angeles and 
New York City. 

En M ay 5, 1970, the second source advised t hatj f 
the Detroit local and the National Headquarters of theTTLC 
are located at 415 Brainard, Detroit, Michigan. 
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A source advised in May, 1970, that "Nova Doba" 
was founded about 1934 in New York City, and at that time 
was called "Obrana" (Defense).

Movement* 

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by Milton Rosen and Mortimer Scheer 
after they were expelled from the Communist Party of the 
United States for assertedly following the Chinese Communist 
line." 

A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP 
held its Second National Convention in New York City, 
May 31 to June 2, 1968, at which time the PIP reasserted 
its objective of the establishment of a militant working 
class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 

The source also advised that at the Second National 
Convention Milton Rosen was unanimously reelected National 
Chairman of the PLP and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, 
William Epton, Jacob Rosen, Jeffrey Gordon, and Walter Linder 
were elected as the National Committee to lead the PLP until 
the next convention. 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly 
magazine, and "Challenge-Desaf io," a monthly newspaper. 

Source advised on May 25, 1970, that the PLP 
utilizes an address of General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn, 
New York, and also utilizes an office in 
Room 617, 1 Union Square West, New York, New York. 
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REPUBLIC-OF-NEW-AFRICA 

A source advised in May) 1970, that the Republic 
of New Africa (RNA) is an al l-Negro o rganiza Aioa founded 
in D etroit chi g an , in March, 1968. Robert F. Williams, 
who was then residing in Peking, China, was named as its 
President-in-Exile. After fleeing the United States in 
1961 following the issuance of a local warrant in 
North Carolina on a charge of kidnapping growing out of a 
racial incident, Williams published and broadcast hate-type 
material in Cuba and China prior to his return to the 
United States in September, 1969. Shortly after his return, 
Williams resigned from RNA. 

DTjs econd source has advised that/ the purpose of 
the RNA is to establish an independent black nation within 
the United States, demanding the States of Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and South Carolina, in addition, to pay 
$10,000 per black citizen as payment for 400 years of 
ancestral slave labor. 

^^ TA^ third source advised on March 14, 1969, thajj an 
army of the RNA, known as the Black Legion, dedicated to 
black freedom and committed to the concept of systematic 
armed revolution, has been established. Black Legion members 
are expected to participate in military training and 
engage in firearms practice. The RNA plans to establish an 
underground Black Legion in addition to an aboveground Black 
Legion in order to avoid detection by the police. 

According to this source, Black Legion members 
acting as bodyguards at a session of the Second National 
Convention of the RNA in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 1969, 
were involved in a shoot-out with members of the Detroit 
Police Department which resulted in the killing of one 
policeman and the critical wounding of another.

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REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 

A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement II (RYMII) faction^ of -Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference"!* Atlanta, Georgia, 
fronrNovember 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference it was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM), characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as 
separate and distinct in form and content from SDS. The 
"Principles of Unity" adopted by the conference included a 
struggle against white supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, ant i communism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support of the right of self-determination of 
all "oppressed nations," also support of the right of all 
"oppressed and exploited" peoples "to armed self-defense." 
It was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist -Leninist 
organization; however, source said this was decided in order 
to indicate an organization broad enough in form to be 
acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970.

SOUTHERN CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL FUND, INCORPORATED 
"THE SOUTHERN PATRIOT" 

An article in the December, 1967, issue of "The 
Southern Patriot" (SP) recites that the Southern Conference 
of Human Welfare (SCHW) was founded in 1938; SP, the publication 
of SCHW, was taken over by the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund, Inc. (SCEF), in the late 1940*s when SCHW went out of 
existence and SCEF, originally the "educational wing" of 
SCHW, continued as an independent organization. Originally 
concerned with segregation and oppression of black people, 
SCEF in 1964 recognized that the legal back of segregation 
had been broken and that economic and political gains were 
necessary if southern life was to change, SCEF also supports 
academic freedom and the southern movement for world peace. 

SCHW was cited as a communist front by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 
June 12, 1947. 
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The September, 1967, SP stated the work of SCEF 
is centered in organizing the poor in Appalachia for 
political and economic power, helping white people in 
the deep South find common cause with black people, helping 
local groups organize action for peace and working for 
abolition of the "House Un-American Activities Committee." 

Carl and Anne Braden are listed in SP in April, 1970, 
as Executive Directors of SCEF. They have headed SCEF since 
1966. 

Mrs. Alberta Ahearn, a self -admitted member of 
the Communist Party (CP), Louisville, Kentucky, on December 11, 
1954, in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Criminal Court in a 
state sedition prosecution, identified Carl James Braden and 
his wife, Anne McCarty Braden, as having been known to her 
as members of the CP from 1951 through 1954. 

On May 25, 1965, a source advised that George Meyers, 
a CP functionary, expressed great admiration for Carl and 
Anne Braden and SCEF, which they head. He stated SCEF is

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 
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Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 
known as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 
held during June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy," Marxist- 
Leninist ideology of various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to create 
a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up 
the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninism 
and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North Vietnam 
as countries leading the worldwide struggles against the 
United States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as 
imperialist and with the Communist Party, United States of 
America, "revisionist" in nature.

SDS operated under a national constitution whicl 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarter] 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functioned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December, 1969. 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June, 1969, NC: 
Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) . The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some alligned with one 
or the other of the three major factions. Others, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely 
and changed names.

Initially ca'lled the " Action Factio n," Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June, 1969, Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NCT7 * 
A t^th is-NC" Wea"tHe"f m¥n**won all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) 
in Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national 
records. Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, 
Weatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 
from June, 1969, until its NO closed in February, 1970. At 
this time it no longer considered itself part of SDS. 

The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 
paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don*t Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows " ("New Left 
Notes" June 18, 1969). This statement outlined the basic 
stance of Weatherman: Marxist-Leninist in content but with 
strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
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with an international identification to the Cuban revolt 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary 
to make revolution.

During October, 1969, Weatherman riots in 
Chicago resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action 
and related charges. A program of armed struggle was 
finalized during a December, 1969, "War Council" wherein 
terrorist tactics and political assassination were 
contemplated. The basic strength of Weatherman was then 
revealed to be some 300 - 350 nationally and geographically 
apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and some Northwest. 

As its rhetoric of violence escalated, Weatherman 
leaders increasingly discussed the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; "affinity groups" of three - five members 
would function independently. In* February, 1970, Weatherman 
leaders announced a program of "strategic sabotage" with 
police and military Installations as primary targets. 

In February, 1970, Weatherman abandoned the 
SDS NO, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, and 
throughout the country entered an underground status.

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The newspaper, in its issue of September 7. 1968, 
had an article by the then Minister of Education, George Murray. 
This article ended with the following:

"Black Men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The 
Only culture worth keeping is revolutionary culture. 
Change. Freedom everywhere, dynamite! Black 
power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere.'* 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had 
an article introduced with the following statement: "We will 
not dissent jfrom American government. We will overthrow it," 



BPP, in a speech 
at the San Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said 
"We will kill Richard Nixon," . 

David Hilliard, in "The New Tork Times," issue of 
December 13, 1969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the 
very direct overthrow of the government by way of force and 
violence." 

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper 
had an article by Minister of Culture, Emory Douglas, as 
follows:

The Movlmiento Pro-Indepehdencia de Puerto Rico 
(MPIPR) was organized in November, 1959,' at Ponce, Puerto Rico, 
It has a current Membership of about 700 - 800 persons with 
several thousand sympathizers. The MPIPR is organized In 
missions which are located in various towns throughout 
Puerto Rico. There are also members and sympathizers in 
the continental United States, The MPIPR National Headquarters 
is located at 1122 Ponce de Leon Avenue, Rio Piedras, 
Puerto Rico, 

At the time the MPIPR was organized, It indicated 
that it did not advocate violence but would accept members 
who did. Juan Marl Bras, the founder and dominant leader 
of the organization, in a speech in 1964, threatened violence 
comparable to that in Algeria, 1964, if Puerto Rico became a 
state within the United States. 

Marl Bras, in an editorial appearing in the 
March 15, 1970, issue of "Claridad," the MPIPR newspaper, 
stated that "in Puerto Rico there is an Incipient armed 
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struggle on the part of pro-independence individuals who 
consider JLt their patriotic duty to conduct warfare against 
the empire which dominates us. We believe that every 
Puerto Rican has the right to make war against the invaders 
of our country. And war is mainly killing and dying." 

i 

The press of Puerto Rico has reported that the 
MPIPR has held numerous public meetings and demonstrations 
at which they protested compulsory military service for 
Puerto Rlcans and United States policy in Vietnam. The 
MPIPR has further urged the boycott of elections in 
Puerto Rico. 

On April 21, 1970, during' the course of a 
program on NTS J Television in San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
Marl Bras stated that- the MPIPR has innumerable contacts 
with revolutionary organizations in South America, Canada, 
Cuba, Europe, Africa and Asia. Through 1969, the MPIPR 
had a permanent representative stationed in Havana, Cuba. 



MOVEMENT SPEAKERS BUREAU 

On August 14, 1969, a source made available a 
two-page undated letter trom the Movement Speakers Bureau 
(MSB), 333 Bast 5th Street, New York City, which disclosed 
that the MSB was at that time being created to replace 
legitimate national speakers bureaus for booking "movement" 
speakers on college campuses for the financial benefit of 
the "movement" In addition to providing a catalog of 
speakers, the MSB will also have an advisory board of well- 
known activists to help to introduce the Bureau to college 
agencies and other possible sources of speaking engagements. 

On October 17, 1969, George Demmerle, who was 
active in various New York-based radical groups during the 
period 1967 to November, 1969, advised that the MSB was 
organized by Abble Hoffman. 

On February 18, 1970, Abbie Hoffman was found 
guilty in the United States District Court, Northern District 
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of Illinois, Chicago, Illinois, for violating the Federal 
Antirlot Law Statute for traveling in interstate commerce 
from outside the State of Illinois with Intent to incite 
riots in Chicago, Illinois, during the Democratic National 
Convention in August, 1968. On February 20, 1970, he was 
sentenced to five years 1 Imprisonment and fined $5,000. On 
February 29, 1970, the United States Court 4>f Appeals, 
Seventh Circuit* Chicago, Illinois, ordered him released 
on $25,000 bond pending appeal of his conviction.

On May 26, 1970, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - Wor ld U nion of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (ANP-WUFENS) was organized by George Lincoln 
Rockwell at Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, ;1956. It 
was based upon the concept of an International "National 
Socialist" movement, as espoused by the German Nazi Party, 
which was headed by Adolf Hitler. The ANP-WUFENS supports 
and follows the line of hatred against Negroes, Jews and 
communists through speeches, published literature, demonstrations 
and publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of seeking a 
legitimate dominant political party within the United States 
and in foreign countries. 
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"The Richmond News Leader'* issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published dally at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this 
organization is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" In a 
Virginia-chartered organization. As of January 1, 1967,, 
the official name of this organization was changed to 
"National Socialist White People's Party," according to 
Commander Rockwell. 

On August 25, 1967, George Lincoln Rockwell was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP headquarters 
building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern 
Virginia SunJ' a dally newspaper published at Arlington, 
Virginia, stated that Matthias Koehl, Jr., took command 
of the Party after Rockwell's assassination.

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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 
known as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 
held during June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy," Marxist* 
Leninist ideology of various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to create 
a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up 
the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninism 
and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North Vietnam 
as countries leading the worldwide struggles against the 
United States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as 
Imperialist and with the Communist Party, United States of 
America, "revisionist" in nature. 
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SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organisation. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functioned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December, 1969, 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June, 1969, NC: 
Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM). The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some alllgned with one 
or the other of the three major factions. Others, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely 
and changed names. 

The SDS national office in recent years was 
located at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. It 
was closed in February, 1970. 

The Weatherman and RYM groups no longer consider 
themselves associated with SDS, and the WSA group refers to 
itself as the true SDS.

Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) 
in Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national 
records* Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, 
Weatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 
.from June, 1969, until its NO closed in February, 1970. At 
this time it no longer considered Itself part of SDS* 

The term Weatherman emerged from an Ideological 
paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don't Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows " ("New Left 
Notes" June 18, 1969). This statement outlined the basic 
stance of Weatherman: Marxist-Leninist in content but with 
strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
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with an international identification to the Cuban revolution 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary is 
to make revolution* 

During October, 1969, Weatherman riots in 
Chicago resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action 
and related charges* A program of armed struggle was 
finalised during a December, 1969, "War Council" wherein 
terrorist tactics and political assassination were 
contemplated* The basic strength of Weatherman was then 
revealed to be some 300 - 350 nationally and geographically 
apportioned to the Midwest, New Tork, and some Northwest* 

As its rhetoric of violence escalated, Weatherman 
leaders increasingly discussed the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; "affinity groups" of three - five members 
would function independently* In February, 1970, Weatherman 
leaders announced a program of "strategic sabotage" with 
police and military installations as primary targets. 

In February, 1970, Weatherman abandoned the 
SDS NO, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, and 
throughout the country entered an underground status*

This organization merged with Communist Party youth and 
independent Marxist youth in the formation of a new 
organization in February, 1970, at which time the DCA 
became defunct*

Source further advised that during late Sumner, 
1969, the PLP faction of SSS established its National 
Headquarters (NH) on the second floor of a loft-type 
building at 173A Massachusetts Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts. 
The campaign on which the PLP faction centered was to build 
a worker student alliance or a campus worker student 
alliance* Thus, they adopted the names of Worker Student 
Alliance <W8A) or Campus Worker Student Alliance. 

Source stated that the "New Left Notes,** printed 
in New York City, is the official publication of the USA 
faction.

On April 17, 1959, a source advised that on 
February 12, 1959, a Socialist Workers Party (SWF) 
minority group under the leadership of National Committee 
member San Ballan split from the SWP. 

The source stated that this minority group, referred 
to as the Marcyites, after many years of program and policy 
differences on varied issues concerning tactics and 
Interpretation of political events, split from the SWP on the 
grounds that the Party was liquidating itself by departing 
from the Marxist precepts of Leon Trotsky and retreating from 
the fight for the world socialist revolution. The final 
issue which ultimately forced the split was the minority's 
opposition to the 8WP regroupment policy which involved 
cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery 
individuals characterized by the minority as petty bourgeois* 

The minority program, according to the source, 
advocated unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has 
as its goal the building of a revolutionary party with a 
complete proletarian orientation for the purpose of over- 
throwing capitalism in the United States and throughout the 
world* 

On May 12, 1960, source advised that this minority 
group had chosen the name Workers World Party.
